$5  SERIES  OF  1882  BANK-TITLE  LAYOUTS 

Perhaps,  the  most  interesting  variations  on  any  federally  issued  paper 
money,  are  the  bank  title  layouts  on  Series  of  1882  $5  Brown  Back  notes. 
There  are  definite  sequences  through  the  years  when  various  styles  of 
layouts  were  used  on  new  plates.  I have  found  no  evidence  that  the 
individual  banks  had  any  choice  in  the  layout  they  would  receive  on  their 
notes.  The  findings  of  other  researchers  support  the  conclusion  that  the  BEP 
made  all  the  design  decisions. 

When  replacement  plates  were  made  for  a particular  bank,  the  new 
plate  could  be  similar,  nearly  similar  to  the  earlier  plate,  or  completely 
different.  The  policy  for  replacement  plate  design  varied  significantly 
during  different  periods  between  1882  and  1908.  During  the  late  1880s,  the 
BEP  apparently  prepared  replacement  plates,  even  when  the  earlier  plate  was 
still  usable.  The  BEP  management  considered  the  earlier  plates  to  be 
inartistic  and  inferior  in  design,  and  directed  the  production  of  more  artistic 
replacement  plates.  The  BEP  intended  that  these  plates  would  demonstrate 
superior  artistry  and  workmanship  and  reflect  credit  on  the  Bureau.  Peter 
Huntoon  has  found  correspondence  in  the  National  Archives,  from  the 
Director  of  the  BEP  to  the  Comptroller,  confirming  such  procedures. 

I have  identified  and  listed  twenty-one  different  groups  of  face 
layouts  and  indicated  approximately  when  the  different  variations  occurred. 
These  variations  include  complete  or  partial  differences  in  the  title  layout 
and  payment  clause,  as  in  the  letter  style  in  “National  Bank”  or  “Five 
Dollars,”  and  in  some  cases,  the  outer  design  varieties.  The  outer  design 
varieties  include  the  Treasury  signatures,  the  engraved  charter  numbers  in 
the  border  design,  the  BEP  logo  location,  and  the  location  of  the  plate- 
position  letters.  As  three  outer  design  changes  occurred  in  late  1886  and 
early  1887,  there  are  different  outer  design  varieties  in  the  groups  produced 
at  this  time,  including  Groups  Four,  Five,  and  Six.

GROUP  ONE 


At  first,  the  letters  in  the  bank  titles  and  “Five  Dollars”  were 
apparently  engraved  with  some  type  of  mechanical  device,  which  was 
described  as  “patent  lettering”  in  BEP  correspondence.  The  layouts  on  notes 
from  these  earliest  Series  of  1882  plates,  produced  between  mid- 1882  and 
mid-1885,  seem  to  be  very  popular  with  present-day  collectors,  even  if  the 
BEP  considered  them  to  be  inartistic.  I would  estimate  that  there  were  at 
least  1000  different  banks  whose  earliest  such  notes  bear  Group  One 
layouts,  with  most  plates  having  various  slightly  different  combinations  of 
the  letter  styles  in  the  bank  title  and  “Five  Dollars.”  All  notes  in  this  group 
bear  black  charter  numbers  in  the  border  design,  stacked  Treasury 
signatures,  and  the  “Will  Pay  the  Bearer  on  Demand”  clause,  exactly  as 
found  on  the  previous  “First  Issue”  notes. 
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I.  Typical  notes  from  Group  One  from  the  earliest  Series  of  1882  $5  plates  with 
the  “patent  lettering”  in  the  bank  title  and  FIVE  DOLLARS. 
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2.  A Series  of  1875  proof  and  a spectacular  looking  Series  of  1882  note  from 
Charter  1028.  Notice  the  exact  same  large  letters  in  “State”  on  both  notes, 
with  different  style  letters  in  the  rest  of  the  title  and  FIVE  DOLLARS.  This  is 
the  only  instance  where  l have  observed  part  of  the  bank  title  copied  from  the 
bank ’s  earlier  issue  on  a Group  One  note. 
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3.  A proof  note  from  a $5  replacement  plate  prepared  by  the  BEP  in  1887  for 
Charter  1 028,  in  what  they  considered  to  be  a superior  and  more  artistic  style 
face  layout.  On  this  Group  Eight  note,  in  addition  to  the  different  title  layout 
and  Treasury  signature  location,  all  outer  design  variables  have  been  changed, 
except  for  the  location  of  the  left  plate  position  letter.  (Photo  courtesy  of  the

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GROUP  TWO  AND  GROUP  THREE 


Beginning  around  April  1885,  and  through  the  rest  of  the  year,  the 
BEP  almost  always  prepared  Series  of  1882  $5  plates  with  the  title  layouts 
and  a payment  clause  as  had  appeared  on  the  banks’  Series  of  1875  $5 
issues.  In  many  cases,  the  title  layout  was  exactly  the  same  except  for  the 
word  “THE.”  The  large  number  of  banks  that  had  organized  and  chartered 
in  1865  had  to  extend  their  charters  in  1885.  The  BEP  needed  to  prepare  a 
large  quantity  of  plates  during  this  period  for  the  many  extending  and  new 
banks.  I believe  this  limited  the  BEP  to  using  the  title  layouts  on  hand  from 
previous  issues.  The  plates  prepared  for  most  new  banks  during  this  period 
also  had  a “First  Issue”  style  title  layout  and  payment  clause. 
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4.  A Series  of  1875  note  and  a Group  Two  Series  of  1882  note  from  Charter  1151 
with  black  charter  numbers  in  the  border  design , and  the  exact  same  title  and 
payment  clause  layout,  except  the  word  “THE. 
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Notes  from  the  earliest  plates  of  this  style  still  bore  the  black  charter 
numbers  in  the  border  design  and  belong  to  Group  Two  By  the  end  of  May 
1885,  the  notes  would  bear  white  charter  numbers  in  the  border  design. 
These  notes  belong  to  Group  Three.  All  notes  from  Group  Two  and  Three 
plates  also  bear  stacked  Treasury  signatures.  The  BEP  altered  some  Group 
One,  Two,  Three,  and  Four  plates  by  changing  their  name  or  logo  from  the 
earlier  location  at  the  top  right,  to  the  bottom  center  border  design,  probably 
beginning  in  the  late  1880s.  There  were  many  replacement  plates  prepared 
with  the  exact  same  title  and  payment  clause  layouts,  for  banks  in  these 
groups.  These  plates  would  also  bear  outer  design  variations  similar  to  the 
earlier  plate,  except  the  BEP  logo  would  now  usually  be  in  the  bottom 
border  design. 
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5.  A Series  of  1875  note  and  a Group  Three  Series  of  1882  note  from  Charter 
1339  with  white  charter  numbers  in  the  border  design,  and  the  exact  same  title 
and  payment  clause  layout,  except  the  word  “THE.  ” 
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6.  A Series  of  1882  note  from  Charter  3371,  a new  bank  in  1885,  with  the  “First 
Issue,  ” Group  Three  style  layouts. 
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7.  Group  Three  notes  of  Charter  1300,  (above)  from  an  altered  plate,  now 
bearing  the  BEP  logo  at  the  bottom,  and  of  Charter  1067,  (below)  from  a 
replacement  plate  with  the  BEP  logo  also  at  the  bottom  of  the  note. 
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GROUP  FOUR 


Around  the  beginning  of  1886,  a new  and  quite  different  style  of  title 
layout  and  payment  clause  began  to  appear.  These  plates  had  an  artistic  and 
sometimes  very  ornate  title  layout.  The  “WILL  PAY”  clause  bore  generic 
capital  letters  on  a straight  line.  The  letters  in  “FIVE  DOLLARS”  were 
plain,  wide  and  shaded.  Many  of  these  plates  had  very  ornate  letters  in 
“NATIONAL  BANK"  that  also  appeared  at  times  during  later  years.  Near 
the  end  of  1886  and  at  the  beginning  of  1887,  the  BEP  prepared  some  plates 
with  this  style  title  layout  and  payment  clause,  but  with  the  Treasury 
signatures  in-line,  and/or  the  right  plate-position  letter  at  the  outer  location. 
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8.  Series  of  1882  notes  from  Group  Four,  from  plates  prepared  in  1886.  The  top 
note  from  Charter  3430  with  the  very  ornate  NATIONAL  BANK”  in  the  bank 
title. 
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9.  A Group  Four  proof  $5  note  of  Charter  917  from  a plate  prepared  in  January 
1887,  which  bears  the  Treasury  signatures  in-line . the  right  plate  letter  at  the 
outer  location,  the  BEP  name  still  at  the  top  right,  and  the  state  name  under 
FIVE  DOLLARS  in  the  straight-line  style.  The  replacement  plates  for  this  bank 
bear  all  the  same  features,  except  the  BEP  logo  is  at  the  bottom.  (Photo 
courtesy  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution) 


10.  A Series  of  1882  proof  $20  note,  also  from  Charter  917.  Apparently,  this  bank 
did  not  order  10-10-10-20  sheets  until  1900,  when  this  plate  was  made.  The 
BEP  used  the  same  title  layout  (except  the  word  “THE”)  that  had  been  used 
previously  on  the  bank’s  5-5-5-5  plate  prepared  in  1887.  Notice  the  Feb.  25, 
1885  plate  date  (the  bank’s  extension  date)  and  the  1885  Bruce -Wyman 
Treasury  signatures  on  both  notes.  (Photo  courtesy  of  the  Smithsonian

GROUP  FIVE 

This  group  features  the  popular  so-called  “Circus  Poster  layout, 
which  began  to  appear  late  in  1886.  The  features  of  this  style  are  quite 
apparent  in  the  illustrations.  Notice  the  gradient  shading  of  the  letters  in 
“NATIONAL  BANK,”  which  is  light  at  the  beginning  and  dark  at  the  end. 
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11.  A Series  of  1882  note  from  Group  Five , M7//7  the  “Circus  Poster  ” .v(v/e  layout. 
The  note  from  Charter  3604,  with  the  BEP  name  at  the  top,  is  from  a plate 
approved  in  January  1887. 
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72.  Group  Five  notes  from  Charter  3605  (above),  which  bears  a partially  different 
look  for  a “Circus  Poster  ” style  note,  as  National  and  BANK  are  not 
consecutive  words  in  the  batik  title.  The  note  is  from  a plate  originally 
prepared  in  early  1887  when  Montana  was  still  a territory.  Notice  the  1889 
plate  date,  the  date  of  statehood.  Ihe  note,  from  Charter  3639  (below),  is  from 
a plate  prepared  later  in  1887  with  the  BEP  logo  at  the  bottom,  along  with  in- 
line signatures  and  the  right  plate  letter  at  the  “out  ” position . 
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Group  Five  includes  notes  with  the  BEP  name  or  logo  at  the  top  or  at 
the  bottom,  the  right  plate-position  letter  at  either  the  “in”  or  “out”  location, 
and  the  Treasury  signatures  either  stacked  or  in-line.  The  BEP  prepared 
some  replacement  plates  with  this  style  title  layout  for  banks  whose  earlier 
Series  of  1882  $5  plate  bore  an  earlier  style  title  layout.  Also  notice,  the 
state  name  under  Five  Dollars  is  in  a straight-line  style  on  some  notes  in  this 
group.  This  straight-line  style  apparently  first  appeared  in  very  early  1887 
and  then  was  used  on  most  new  plates  prepared  until  early  1890. 


13.  A Series  of  1882  proof  note  from  the  first  $5  plate  (prepared  in  1883)  for 
Charter  3085,  which  bears  a Group  One  style  layout.  (Photo  courtesy  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institution) 
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14.  A Group  Five  “Circus  Poster”  style  note  of  Charter  3085,  from  a replacement 
plate  approved  on  July  2,  1887,  still  bearing  stacked  Treasury  signatures

GROUP  SIX 


This  style  appeared  on  a few  plates  also  prepared  near  the  end  of  1886 
or  the  very  beginning  of  1887.  Notes  from  these  plates  feature  very  fancy 
circular  ends  on  the  words  “NATIONAL  BANK,”  with  very  ornate  letters 
N * and  “B.”  These  notes  also  feature  fancy  serifs  on  the  letters  in  “FIVE 
DOLLARS  and  the  “TO  THE”  wording  in  the  payment  clause,  not  found 
on  any  other  national  bank  notes  until  the  Series  of  1902  issues. 
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15.  A Group  Six  Series  of  1882  note  from  Charter  3606.  Notice,  the  fancy  ends  of 
“ National  Bank,  TO  THE  in  the  payment  clause,  and  the  fancy  serifs  on  some 
letters  in  “FIVE  DOLLARS.” 


GROUP  SEVEN 

Notes  of  this  group  can  be  found  from  some  new  and  replacement 
plates  prepared  during  1887,  and  possibly  a little  later.  This  style  with 
“WILL  PAY— THE  BEARER  ON  DEMAND,"  on  two  lines,  only  seems  to 
appear  if  the  last  two  words  in  the  bank  title  are  “NATIONAL  BANK.”  A 
Group  Seven  replacement  plate  usually  has  a layout  different  from  that  on 
the  bank’s  earlier  plate.

16.  Notes  with  Group  Seven  style  title  layouts,  from  plates  prepared  in  1887.  The 
Charter  3632  note  is  from  a new  hank,  while  the  Charter  679  note  is  from  a 
replacement  plate  prepared  for  the  bank  at  this  time.  Notice  the  low  bank 
serial  number  (3947)  on  the  Charter  679  note. 


17.  A Series  of  1882  proof  note  from  the  first  $5  plate  (prepared  in  1884)  for 
Charter  679,  with  a Group  One  style  layout.  Since  there  were  only  2000  sheets 
printed  from  this  plate  before  the  bank’s  second  $5  plate  was  approved  on 
August  6,  1887,  it  probably  was  still  usable.  (Photo  courtesy  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institution) 
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GROUP  EIGHT 


The  letter  style  in  the  bank  titles  of  this  group  (especially 
“NATIONAL  BANK”)  is  quite  similar  to  the  last  group.  Group  Ewht  notes 
also  bear  the  same  letters  in  “FIVE  DOLLARS”  and  the  straight-line  style 
letters  in  the  state  name  below.  Also  notice,  the  straight-line  names  of  the 
states  are  sometimes  all  capital  letters.  All  notes  of  this  group  bear  the  semi- 
script letters  in  the  “Will  pay”  clause.  Primarily  between  early  1887  and 
mid- 1888,  the  BEP  prepared  many  replacement  plates  in  Group  Seven  and 
Eight  styles  for  banks  whose  earlier  so-called  inartistic  plates  were  probably 
still  usable.  There  were  also  a few  Group  Eight  plates  prepared  after  mid- 
1888  with  the  plate  position  letters  at  the  “out-out”  locations. 
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18.  Group  Eight  notes,  from  a new  plate  for  Charter  2798,  a bank  that  changed 
title  in  1888  (above)  and  from  a replacement  plate  for  Charter  24  (below). 
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GROUP  NINE 


Group  Nine . which  consists,  at  most,  of  only  a few  plates  prepared 
around  1887,  is  identical  to  Group  Three  (with  First  Issue  layouts),  except 
that  the  Treasury  signatures  are  in-line,  the  BEP  logo  is  at  the  bottom,  and 
the  right  plate-position  letter  is  at  the  “out”  position.  Also,  the  state  name 
under  “FIVE  DOLLARS”  is  in  a straight-line  style,  as  on  other  plates 
prepared  during  the  late  1880s. 
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19.  A Group  Nine  proof  note  of  Charter  539,  from  a plate  approved  in  September 
1887.  Except  for  the  “First  Issue”  style  title  and  payment  clause  layout,  the 
note  bears  all  the  other  characteristics  of  a plate  prepared  in  1887.  Also  notice, 
the  bank’s  Oct.  21,  1884  extension  date,  and  the  1884  Bruce-Wyman  Treasury 
signatures.

GROUP  TEN  AND  GROUP  ELEVEN 

Beginning  near  mid-1888,  both  of  these  two  styles  of  layouts  began  to 
appear  on  most  or  all  plates  produced  until  very  early  1890.  Both  groups 
feature  the  left  plate-position  letter  now  at  the  “outer”  location,  with 
somewhat  large  letters  in  “NATIONAL  BANK”  and  “FIVE  DOLLARS, 
and  “to  bearer”  in  the  payment  clause.  Group  Ten  usually  features  a town 
or  city  name  at  the  end  of  the  bank  title,  “WILL  PAY”  above  a curved 
“FIVE  DOLLARS,”  with  “to  bearer”  and  “on  demand”  split  below.  Except 
for  the  letter  styles  and  “to  bearer”  in  the  payment  clause.  Group  Eleven  is 
similar  to  Group  Seven,  and  also  seems  to  appear  only  when  the  last  two 
words  in  the  bank  title  are  “NATIONAL  BANK.” 
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20.  Group  Ten  notes  from  Charter  4008  (a  new  bank)  and  Charter  1394  (an 
extended  bank)  from  plates  prepared  in  1889.  Charter  1394  had  extended  in 
1885,  but  apparently  did  not  order  $5  notes  until  1889.  Notice  the  July  1,  1885 
extension  date  and  the  1889  Rosecrans-Huston  Treasury  signatures  on  this  note 
(bottom).  This  is  only  the  second  bank  I have  observed,  for  which  the  Treasury 
signatures  and  the  plate  date  are  mismatched  on  a Series  of  1882  plate.  Also 
notice  the  very  high  bank  serial  109689 from  the  bank’s  first  plate. 
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21.  A Group  Eleven  note  of  Charter  4207 from  a plate  prepared  in  early  1890.

GROUP  TWELVE 


In  general,  notes  in  Group  Twelve  were  printed  from  plates  prepared 
in  the  1890s.  They  sometimes  have  layouts  similar  to  those  in  Group  Four, 
and  also  bear  white  charter  numbers.  However,  these  notes  bear  the  in-line 
Treasury  signatures,  the  BEP  logo  at  the  bottom,  and  the  plate-position 
letters  are  now  at  the  “out-out”  locations.  The  very  ornate  “NATIONAL 
BANK”  on  some  Group  Four  notes  is  also  sometimes  found  on  these  notes. 
Apparently  the  BEP  did  not  prepare  any  plates  with  similar  title  layouts 
between  mid- 1887  and  early  1890.

22.  Group  Twelve  notes  from  Charter  4272,  a new  bank  in  1890,  and  from  C barter 
2293,  a bank  that  extended  in  1895.  Notice  the  very  ornate  letters  in

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GROUP  THIRTEEN 


It  seems  that  sometime  during  1890,  the  Director  of  the  BEP 
apparently  was  no  longer  concerned  about  the  face  layouts  of  the  $5  notes 
being  artistic.  This  policy  seemed  to  last  through  most  of  1893.  During  this 
period,  the  BEP  prepared  many  plates  with  the  early  features  found  in 
Groups  One,  I wo,  and  Three  such  as  the  patent-lettering  style  and  “First 
Issue"  layouts.  Some  plates  combined  both  of  these  features.  The 
difference  between  these  designs  and  the  earlier  issues  is  that  the  later  notes 
always  bear  in-line  Treasury  signatures,  the  BEP  logo  at  the  bottom,  and  the 
plate-position  letters  at  the  “out-out"  locations.  There  are  also  several  plates 
in  this  group  that  bear  title  layouts  similar  to  the  early  patent  lettering  style, 
but  with  the  later  generic  payment  clause.  However,  the  BEP  still  prepared 
some  $5  face  plates  during  this  period  with  the  artistic  layouts  and  the 
generic  payment  clause,  as  illustrated  in  Group  Twelve. 
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23.  A Group  One  note  of  Charter  888  from  a plate  prepared  in  early  1885,  and  a 
Group  Thirteen  note  from  Charter  2011,  a hank  that  extended  in  1892.  Notice 
the  similar  title  and  payment  clause  layouts  and  differing  outer  design 
variations. 
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24.  A Series  of  1875  note  and  a Group  Thirteen  Series  of  1882  note  from  Charter 
1743,  from  a plate  prepared  in  1890,  with  the  exact  same  title  and  payment 
clause  layout,  except  the  word  “THE.  ” 
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25.  A Series  of  1882  note  from  Charter  1743  from  a broup  nineteen  replacement 
plate  prepared  in  1903,  with  a different  title  and  payment  clause  layout  and 
wider  white  charter  numbers  in  the  border  design. 
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26.  Group  Thirteen  notes  of  Charter  432 1 (above),  a new  bank,  from  a plate 
prepared  in  1890  with  the  “patent  lettering  style  ” in  the  bank  title  and  “Five 
Dollars.  ’ A note  from  Charter  2111  (below),  from  a plate  prepared  in  1893 
with  the  “First  Issue  ” title  layout,  the  Continental  “will  pay  ” clause  and  the 
same  patent-lettering  version  of  “Five  Dollars.  ” / have  observed  only  this 

version  of  the  early-style  “Five  Dollars,  ” with  the  upper  and  lower  case  white 
letters  on  these  early  1890s  plates. 
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27.  A note  of  Charter  1887  from  a plate  prepared  in  1891,  with  a title  layout 
similar  to  the  Group  One  patent-lettering  style,  but  bearing  the  generic 
payment  clause  layout.

$5  BROWN  BACK  OUTER  DESIGN  VARIETIES 

Without  any  consideration  of  the  many  variations  in  the  layouts  of 
bank  title  or  the  payment  clause,  I have  determined  there  are  six  varieties  of 
the  outer  design  (including  the  Treasury  signatures)  on  the  faces  of  Series  of 
1882  $5  Brown  Backs.  Variety  1 bears  the  black  charter  numbers  in  the 
border  design,  the  BEP  name  at  the  top  right,  stacked  Treasury  signatures, 
and  plate  position  letters  at  the  in-in  location.  Variety  2 also  bears  the  BEP 
name  at  the  top  right,  stacked  signatures,  and  in-in  plate  letters,  but  now  has 
white  charter  numbers  against  a black  background  in  the  border  design.
